butterfat in milk and cream are liter­ 
ally liquid gold. The dairy industry in 1945 pro­ 
duced $3,632,146,000 
or about 15f; of the na- 5

Early Cut Hay is Better Feed 


A s R eported by M ark A. S h ip ley 
U n iversity of N evada 
Steers wintered on meadow hay cut 
early in the season gained 151 pounds 
per head while a similar lot of steers 
fed late-cut hay lost 2 pounds per 
Mark a. Shipley 
head. This interesting information 
is revealed in a report of an experiment conducted by 
the University of Nevada. 
The two lots of steers averaged 535 pounds at the 
start of the feeding experiment in November. They 
were weighed again at the end of 100 days with the 
above result. 
The hny classed as early cut was put up on July 10, 
and that classed as lute cut was harvested on Sep­ 
tember 10. 
After the 100-day period, all the steers were shipped 
back to the summer range which they had been on the 
previous summer. They were marketed in September. 
By that time, the lot fed the early-cut hay weighed 69 
pounds more than those fed late-cut hay, according to 
the Nevada report. At 15 cents a pound, the extra gain 
was worth $10.35 more per steer.
